DARK AFRICA TO 
BE DRY BY 1950, 
PUSSYFOOT SAYS 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.) 

LONDON, Dec. 29.—[{Tribune Ra- 
dio.]}—Having carried the torch of tem- 
} perance through darkest Africa, from 
Cape Town to Cairo, “ Pussyfoot” 
Johnson has returned to London, de- 
claring himself much encouraged by 
what he found and predicting that the 
continent will go dry by 1950. —

his greatest efforts in South Africa, 
where he delivered more than 100 
speeches.

TODAY; 575 DIED 


Today is the twentieth anniversary 
of the Iroquois theater fire,in which 
575 persons were burned to death or

The foxtrot leads by reason of its 
consanguinity with syncopated 
rhythm.
